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ROOSEVELT 10 PUT 
GINGER INTO FIGHT 


at the Bryan Challenge, 
and Makes No Reply. 


HEARTILY GREETS FRIENDS 


All Oyster Bay Turned Out to Say 
Good-bye When He Left His 
Summer Home.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—President 
Roosevelt, ruddy and heavier than when 
he left Washington in June, returned this 
evening from Oyster Bay and announced 
on jumping from the steps of his private 
ear that he was determined to put 
“ginger” into the campaign. He did not 
make any reply to the Bryan challenge to 
produce proof of the connection of Gov. 
Haskell of Oklahoma with the Standard 
©1l Corporation. He went to bed at an 
early hour. 

The Presidential special rolled into the 
Union Station a few minutes before 6 
o'clock. Secretaries Wright, Metcalf, 
Straus, and Wilson, and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Meyer, several army officers, and 
Many personal friends of the President 
were on hand to greet him. The Presi- 
Gent leaped from the car almost before it 
had come to a stop. He gathered Sec- 
retary Straus in his arms and hugged 
him, then turned to shake hands with 
Mrs. Straus. Then he turned to Secre- 
tary Wilson. 

“Ah! I am glad to see the Nestor of 
the Cabinet here,’’ he said, as he wrung 
the hand of the Secretary of Agriculture. 

*“‘And here is my dear George,” he ex- 
claimed, as Postmaster General Meyer 
pushed his way through the crush. ‘I’m 
certainly glad to see you.” 

“That was a good, hot shot you gave 
Mr. Bryan this morning,” said the Post- 
master General. 

“I'm glad you like it,’’ said the Pres!i- 
Gent, grinning. ‘‘ The campaign has been 
a@ little tame up to the present, although 
I'm well pleased. We'll put a little ginger 
into it now.” 

As Mr. Roosevelt was making his way 
to the carriage he saw a knot of news- 
paper correspondents, and went over to/| 
them. He shook hands enthusiastically 
with several. When the excitement of the 
greeting had passed one of the group 
asked Mr. Roosevelt if he intended mak- 
ing a reply to-night to Mr. Bryan's chal- 
lenge. He folded his arms and beamed 
upon the newspaper men, his head on one 
side. 

“Do you think I should issue a state- 
ment every day?” he asked, his eyes 
dancing with merriment. ‘Don’t you 
think I deserve a rest at times? "’ 

Mr. Roosevelt ignored the luxurious | 
waiting room set aside for his use, dodged 
the private exit, and made his way, fol- 
lowed by his family and _ entourage, 
through the crowded station to the car- 
riage. 

“Well, well,”” he exclaimed as he caught 
sight of his coachman and footman. 
“This is indeed like home."’ 

He shook hands with both and then 
helped Mrs. Roosevelt into the carriage. 
Quentin tumbled in, followed by Miss 
Magner, social secretary to Mrs. Roose- 
velt, 
of the carriage was let down and, stand- 


ing as it moved off, he raised his hat to | 


the crowd and was whirled away. 

At the White House another and similar 
reception was awaiting him. He hurried 
through with this and disappeared into 
the White House, where he shook hands 
with the servants and attaches. Secre- 
tary Loeb escaped from the station in the 
confusion and was driven at once to his 
home, where he remained. 

Within an hour after his return home 
Quentin was discovered on the front porch 
of the White House, engaged in spinning 
a top. A half dozen Secret-Service men 
stood around watching him. Several of 
the youngster’s friends, members of his 
baseball team, called before 8 o’clock, and 
the aggregation will crowd all the games 
it can into the remaining fine days. 


OYSTER BAY SEES HIM OFF, 


Whole Village at the Station to Tell 
Roosevelt Good-bye. 


President Roosevelt ended his vacation 
at Oyster Bay yesterday morning, and, 
amid the cheers and good wishes of most 
of the inhabitants of the village, started 
for Washington, where he arrived about 
6 o'clock last night. The President, be- 
fore leaving Oyster Bay, was instrumental 
in saving an old friend, Jake White, the 
oldest hackman in the village, from being 
run over by_a train which was being 
switched to a siding. 

The President's train of three cars was 
delayed several minutes in starting by the 
arrival of the 10:11 o’clock train from 
New York. As the train was being 
backed to a siding, Jake White, who drove 
the President when the latter was a boy 
and who never fails to meet Mr. Roose- 
velt at the station to remind him of the 
fact, stepped from the station platform 
directly in front of the approaching train. 

White is over 80 and somewhat deaf. 
Those who saw his predicament shouted 
to him. The President, who was standing 
on the rear platform of his special car, 
was nearer to him than the others, and 
he, too, raised his voice in warning. 

**Look out, Jake; jump quick or you 
will be killed!”’ shouted the President 
making a motion as if to jump from the 
train. 

Just then some one reached out, seized 
the hackman by the coat and dragged him 
to the platform just as the train went by. 

“That was a narrow escape,” said the 
President to his old friend as he grasped 
him by the hand, “I didn’t mean to speak 
rough to you, but I had to under the cir-

Only 27 Saved from the Crew of the 
Star of Bengal. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 22.—Advices re- 
ceived to-night from Alaska by the United 


cluding 9 white men, were drowned in the 
wreck of the American bark, Star of Ben- 
gal on Coronation Island, west of the 
Prince of Wales archipelago. Twenty- 
seven of the vessel's crew and passengers 


were saved. 


The Star of Bengat pelonged to the

cisco with a cargo of 45,000 cases of

Explosion on French Cruiser | 
During Practice Drill. 
TOULON, France, Sept. 22.—During 

gunnery drill to-day one of the big turret 

guns on the French armored cruiser La 

Touche Treville exploded with terrific 

violence, completely wrecking the. after 

turret and killing outright the entire gun 
crew of thirteen. A number of others were 
seriously injured, some of them probably | 
fatally. 

The accident was similar to that aboard 
the gunnery schoolship Couronne off Les 


Salins d’Hyeres on Aug. 12, when, by the | 


bursting of the breech of one of the guns, 
six men were killed and eighteen injured. 
The drill to-day had been proceeding 
for a considerable time, when, without 
warning, the whole turret appeared to 
blow out. Dismembered bodies were 
thrown in all directions and several of | 
them were hurled into the sea through | 
the great breach caused by the explosion. | 
A call to quarters was sounded and as 
speedily as possible the wounded were 
cared for. The gun that exploded was 7.6 
inches bore, of which the crulser carried 
two. Happening so soon after the acci- 
|} dent on the Couronne the explosion to-day 
has caused a sensation in naval circles 
and doubtless will lead to a most rigid 
investigation. The cruiser carries a com- 
plement oz 370 men. 


TAXICABBED IT TO PRESIDENT 


he Bill Was $31 
and the Youth Had 4 Cents. 


A young man who said he was Melville 
A. Clinton, Jr., of 818 Ritter Avenue, the 
Bronx, hired a taxicab yesterday after- 
noon, made a hurried trip to Oyster Bay 
to see the President, found out that he 
had started for Washington, scolded the 
telephone operator over the ’phone, think- 
ing, apparently, that she was the Presi- 
dent; returned to New York by the tax!- 
cab, and—the meter had run up $31. He 
had 4 cents. 

Charles Post of 210 East Ninetieth | 
Street, the sad chauffeur, had the young 
man before Magistrate Droege in the 
Night Court last evening, and told the 
whole history of the young man’s after- 
noon and night. 

‘“‘He hailed me in Times Square,” said 
Post. ‘‘He said ‘Oyster Bay.’ I told 
him to forget it. He was indignant; I 
thought he was in earnest. I said ‘ Get 
in.’ At the Thirty-fourth Street ferry he 
should have paid for the ferryage. He 
waved me aside, saying, ‘Put it in the 
bill.’ 

“We started at 12:10. We got there 
about 3:30. He said, ‘Go to Moore’s gro- 
cery store,’ where Loeb was. Moore 
stopped him, declaring that the President 


|} had left for Washington. My fare went 
j}into a plumbing shop next door to use 
| the telephone. After a minute or so a 
} woman ran out to tell me that the man 
| was standing in the middle of her daugh- 
ter’s bedroom holding a watch. 

“He was. He said to me: ‘ Be still, I 
leave in two minutes. Get out.’ I did; I 
thought he had a bomb. 

‘““When we got back to New York at 6 
o’clock I told him he'd have to change 
taxicabs at our garage in Sixty-third 
Street because my boxes were hot. We 
went there. He wasn't surprised when he 
was told the bill was $31, but he said if 
we'd take him to his grandmother's place 
at Third Avenue and 168d Street she’d 
pay. I took him there in a new machine. 





A man and a woman there told him to| 


get out, that he’d cost them a small for- 
tune already, 

‘“We went to see his father and step- 
mother at 818 Ritter Avenue, where he 
got the same treatment. I had him ar- 
rested and here he is.”’ 

The young fellow told Magistrate Droege 
that he was an insurance clerk at 435 
Broadway, that he had written to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for a job as clerk in the 
Post Office Department, and that he felt 
sure if he could have seen Loeb he could 
have got a personal interview with the 
President, and that if the President could 
see him he would give him a job. 

“Ten dollars fine!” said Magistrate 
Droege. 

Somebody telephoned down at midnight 
that they would be down soon and look 
after the young man. 


GERMANY’S FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


Government to Tax Luxuries to Offset 
Growing Deficit of Millions. 


BERLIN, Sept. 22.—The critical finan- 
cial condition of the empire, with the sug- 
gested remedies, which will. occupy vir- 
tually the whole approaching session of 
the Reichstag, is the subject of an article 
by Herr Reinhold Sydow, Secretary of 
the Imperial Treasury, which will appear 
in the Deutsche Rundschau on Sept, 25. 

The Minister -states that the deprecia- 
tion in the quotations of imperial and 
State loans and the increased interest de- 
manded for fresh issues render reform 
imperatively necessary. All parties are 
convinced of the necessity of abolishing 
the system of borrowing in order to carry 
on the government of the empire. The 
task is to equalize the revenue and ex- 
penditure, even with economies in all de- 
partments, yet in the next five years the 
deficit .iu. the revenue, as calculated, 
might reach a total of $556,000,000. 

e Government proposes to avert this, 
however, continues the Minister, by in- 
creasing the taxation on luxuries, espe- 
ciall spicite. beer, bacco, champagne, 
and bot led wines, while universal ace 
sion duties will be introduc eaving 
amall fortunes of from $2,500 to $5,000 un- 
taxed. In the event of a 5 pereon dying 
without testamentary disposition the State 
is to become heir in place of distant rela- 
tives, who really have no clalin, 

According to the article, the poll tax 
from Federal States for imperial purposes 
also will be augmented.

He Is the Colby Candidate for Sheriff 
in Essex — Complete Returns 
Not Expected Till 9 A. M. 


The new law tn New Yersey ror the nom- 
ination of candidates for office by direct 
vote at the primaries, and without the in- 
| tervention of nominating conventions, had 
jits first trial throughout the State yes- 
terday. The polls did not close until 
9 o'clock, and owing to the many con- 
;tests and multiplicity of candidates the 
| counting of the vote was greatly delayed. 
At 1:30 o’clock this morning only 4 out 
| of 146 districts in Esgex had been counted. 
| These districts Ne in the ‘‘ regular’’ Re- 
publican territory and showed 286 for Ray- 
mond to 54 for Colby. This is about a 
stand-off, but was declared by the Colby 
men to be a very good showing. Gardner 
Colby, brother of the Senator, said that 
things were going very satisfactory for 
the Colby ticket, which, he said, was hold- 
ing up well in the city and showing gains 
in the suburbs. If they continued, he said, 
he was confident of the Senator’s election. 

All politicians united in declaring that 
it would be 9 A. M. before the vote was 
all counted and the result known de- 
finitely. 

The Regular Republicans in Newark 
at midnight conceded the nomination of 
Willlam Fellowes Morgan of Short Hills, 
Colby candidate for Sheriff. Morgan re- 
ceived elghteen votes in the Fourth Dis- 
trict of the Fourth Ward, Newark, a 
stronghold of the regulars, five votes less 
than Dr. W. P. McKenzie won it by. 
Morgan beat Wilson, regular, by six 
votes, This result astounded the regular 
In McKenzie’s own district in 
Newark Morgan ran even with the for- 
mer. Otherwisethe indications, vague at 
best, are taken as indicating party regu- 
larity. 

‘*Morgan has us beaten at every turn,” 
admitted regular leader, who is a 
Shrievalty candidate. 

In the primaries in Jersey City and Hud- 
son County the regular Republican or- 
ganization scored a sweeping victory over 
ex-Mayor Mark M, Fagan’'s New Idea 
party. 

In the twelve wards in Jersey City ten 
of them were carried by the regular or- 
ganization, the remaining two going to 
Fagan. Hudson County declared itself in 
favor of the regulars by an overwhelming 
majority. As a result Thomas P. Con- 
nolly will be the Republican nominee for 
Sheriff, while Philip H. Kressier gets the 
nomination for County Supervisor. 

The. Democratic Party had no contests, 
Its nominations are James J. Kelly for 
Sheriff and Luke J. Clark for County Su- 
pervisor. 

Up to 12:30 o’clock this morning only 
one complete district had been returned 
in Essex. That was the First of the Fifth 
Ward, which ts a “ reguiar’”’ district, and 
one of the smallest. The result showed 
Colby 18, Raymond 33. 

There are more than 50 names on the 
Republican ballot and 49 on the Demo- 
cratic, and on the average 25 slips have 
to be made on each ticket, which will 
make anything like an accurate count im- 
possible until long after daybreak. At 
the same time the indications are that 
it is the heaviest primary vote on record. 

Claims of victory were made by each 
faction, but the scant and incomplete early 
returns show doubt of Senator Colby’s 
success in seeking renomination against 
Thomas L. Raymond. Colby’s vote was 
running smaller than it did three years 
ago in Newark, Montclair, and Caldwell, 
while in the Oranges and further suburbs 
he was polling a heavy vote, as expected. 
The regular Democratic ticket, with the 
exception of the Shrievalty nominee, is 
having a march to victory, with only 
slight opposition. 

The scant returns on the Mayoralty sit- 
uation in Newark at 11 o’clock indicated 
a steady gain by J. Frank Bock over City 
Auditor George Forman, New Idea. 

Jacob Haussling is the uncontested 
Democratic Mayoralty candidate in New- 
ark. William Harrigan, Democratic 
Shrievalty candidate, 1s doing well in the 
suburbs. 

Colby's first loss was reported at 11:15 
from North Caldwell, a Colby section, 
which was apparently going heavily for 
Raymond. 

In Paterson early indications pointed to 
the defeat of the New Idea candidates 
for Assembly, although it was feared by 
the regulars that complete returns might 
show that James G., Blauvelt, the leader 
of the .Colbyites in Passaic County and 
one of the New Idea candidates for Assem- 
bly, would pull through. The probable 
successful candidates for Assembly, if 
Blauvelt is defeated, were Burpo, Prince, 
Hughes, Radcliffe, and Moore.

lican Convention for the Sixth Congres- 
sional District. Bergen County will have 
three candidates and Dssex unty one 
Congressman.

In Montclair 2,642 votes were polled, 
which equals the number cast at the last 
Gubernatorial election. It was expected 
that Colby would carry the town by at 
least 500 votes, though the light vote 
polled in the Third Ward, which was pre- 
sumed “to be strong for the New fica 
candidate, was disappointing to his 
workers. 

In Upper Montclair, where 484 votes 
were polled, Mr. Colby is expected to 
have a good majority. 

Henry V. Crawford will be renominated 
for Mayor in Montclair_by the Republic- 
ans. There is only one Democratic candl- 
date for Mayor. Otto C. Wierum. 

The main fight in Trenton and Mercer 
County was between Phill Freuden- 
macher, the brewery agent, who has been 
fought by the ministers. The early re- 
turns indicated that he had won the Re- 
publican Shrievalty nomination. In the 
ward where the ministers were strongest 
Freudenmacher ran the best. 

The fight between former State Road 
Commissioner Hutchinson and Thomas 
Raub for the Shrievalty nomination on 
the Republican ticket against the party 
machine has shown Hutchinson to be 
very weak. 

The Democrats nominated Jedediah G. 
Coleman for Sheriff. He has no opposi- 
tion. The Democrats believe that with the 
ministers fighting Freudenmacher they 
can carry the Sheriff's office in Novem- 
ber. 

In Bayenne the greatest battle was be- 
tween Max L. Solinsky, Republican can- 
didate for Recorder, and Recorder Hyman 
Lazarus, a Democrat who ran independent 
on @ Peer ballot and who had the back- 
ing of Mayor and Prosecutor Pierre Gar- 


ven and the Republican organization. 
Lazarus was opposed by the Democratic

GREENWICH, Conn., Sept. 22.—Charles 
A. Moore, ex-President of the Montauk 
Club of Brooklyn and a close friend of the 
late President McKinley, declared to-day 
that he and his family and friends intend- 
ead to arm themselves with Winchester 
rifles while traveling in their autos over 
the roads in Westchester County, where 
traps are set for autoists who go over ten 
miles an hour. If gun play is used by 
the constables, the auvotsts will play the 


game, too. Moore, incidentally, notified 
the Automobile Club of America to-day to 
set its lawyers to work and spare no ex- 
pense to stop these traps and bring to 
justice the constable who shot twice at 
his son Bugene on Saturday last, while he 
and John Green, son of A. W. Green of 
the National Biscuit Company, were driv- 
ing in the Moore car toward Armonk. 

According to Mr. Moore, the boys were 
riding in a car which was stripped since 
the full-climbing contest in Greenwich 
last week, and were at the cross roads in 
Harrison township. near Whitelaw Reid’s 
country place, when a constable jumped 
out from a corner saloon, and before the 
boys could stop fired two pistol shots at 
the car. The car stopped and the con- 
stable took the boys before a Justice and 
accused them of going forty miles an 
hour. When the boys told the Justice 
that the car wouldn’t go so fast as that 
the reply was, “ Well, you were going 
fast enough to be fined.” But for the 
appearance of the chauffeur of H. 5. 
Thompson, who knew the boys, being a 
Summer neighbor at Belle Haven, and 
who paid the $25 fine, the boys would 
have been locked up.

BRYAN SPEAKS IN MICHIGAN. 


He Addresses Large Meetings in Ann 
Arbor and Detroit. 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 22.—Large meet- 
ings in Detroit and Ann Arbor were ad- 
dressed by William J. Bryan to-day after 
he had sent his long telegram to President 
Roosevelt on the Haskell charges. 

Arriving here at 6:30 o-clock this morn- 
ing Mr. Bryan got a rousing reception. 
He was met by a big crowd at the sta- 
tion and thousands of men on their way 
to work cheered him as he proceeded in 
an automobile up Jefferson and Wood- 
ward Avenues to the Pontchartrain Hotel. 

So occupied was he with the considera- 
tion of the question of replying to Mr. 
Roosevelt that he was enabled only brief- 
ly to address a gathering of prominent 
Democrats from various parts of the 
country who had come here to confer 
with him. 


The journey to Ann Arbor was made in; 


his special car, and upon his arrival there 
he got a cordial greeting. To a gathering 
Of several thousand persons Mr. Bryan, 
speaking from the balcony of the Cook 
House, directed his remarks particularly 
to young men, discussing during an hour 
and a half the tariff, the trust question, 
the labor question, Government guarantee 
of bank deposits, the Democratic Party's 
attitude on the injunction question and 
On contempt of court.

With a great many of the 
voters the big question is not at all 
whether Taft or Bryan shall be elected, 
but whether the “ wets”’ or “drys” shall 
win. And it is a curious situation, for it} 
is the first time in a good many years | 
during which there has been more or less} 
liquor legislation, that the question has| 


*not been handled tn a non-partisan way. | 


The Democrats are not~ altogether | 
pleased with the situation in which they } 
find themselves just now, and are won-| 
dering a little as to how it happened that 
they were lined up solidly on the saloon | 
side of the issue. But there they are, 
and not all the frantic howl they can set 
up about Foraker and the Hearst dis- 
closures of his connegtion with the Stand- 
ard Oil Company can divert attention 
from that -fact. 


Local Option Law at Issue. 


The exact phase of the rum issue, which 
is now brought concretely before the Ohio 
voters, is, Shall the county local option | 
law, which was passed during the brief 
administration of Gov. Pattison and| 
signed by him, be thoroughly enforced? } 
Pattison was the first Democratic Gov- 
ernor Ohio has had in several years. He 
was elected by a plurality of 43,000 the 
year after Roosevelt had carried the State 
against Parker by 256,000. That was the 
year Judge Taft made a speech at Akron 
which gave the organization of Boss Cox 
in Cincinnati a crack from which itis 
only just recovering. 

Pattison was ili when he was inaugu- 
rated and never really took active charge 
of the State administration. In the only 
message he ever sent to the Legislature 
he recommended the enactment of a coun- 
ty local option law. There was already 
on the statutes a provision for township, 
municipal, and residential district local 
option. Under this arrgngement if a 
township, for instance, voted dry that 
kept every municipality in it dry. If a 
municipality voted wet and the township 
voted dry, the municipality was forced to 
become dry. 

Under that law, also, 
certain residential district,

could vote dry and it went. Gov. Pattison 
proposed to go a step further and make 
the outside limit of a district for pur- 
poses of local option the counties. 


Opposed by Liquor Men. 


The liquor men of course opposed it 
very hard. Their main contention was 
that the scheme was opposed to home 
rule. In several counties it subjected the 
urban population to the rule of the farm- 
ers, The city might vote for saloons, but 
the rest of the county could overrule 
them, and they had to abide by the vote. 

Gov. Harris was President of the Sen- 
ate as Lieutenant Governor when the 


County Local Option bill was passed, and 
there is on the record of the Senate a 
formal protest against the arbitrary man- 
ner in which he was accused of gaveling 
the bill through, It passed by Demo- 
cratic and Republican votes, and the Sen- 
ate was Democratic, while the House was 
Republican. 

The Anti-Saloon League has been oper- 
ating in Ohio for fifteen years and when 
the County Local Option bill was put 
through it had secured a number of liquor 
laws, every one of which had been enact- 
both Republicans and 
Democrats.

John W. Gates, whose repeated asser 
tions that he is no longer in the market 
have been accepted as truth by the 
Street, took advantage of the opportunity 
furnished by his first visit to Wall Street 
yesterday since his return from Europe 
to deny published statements that he had 
spoken of Bryan's chances of election ag 
** good.’ 

Mr, Gates, in denying the sentiments 
attributed to him, said that he thought 
Mr. Taft would be elected, and with many 
votes to spare. -He said that his opinion 
of the market was not worth much at 
present, but nevertheless, it was his opine 
ion that while stocks may sell lower be- 
cause of political conditions, there were 
many sound investments to be made at 
present prices, which would net the buyer 
handsome profits. About business condl- 
tions he sald: 

“When I left for Europe, I was rather 
apprehensive regarding certain corpora- 
tions, but it seems as though practically 
all the sore spots had been healed, and 
that we were in for a gradual business 
recovery. 

“Evidences of a business revival are 
apparent everywhere, particularly in steel. 
This improvement will not be rapid, but 
gradual and well sustained. Texas is going 
to raise the largest cotton crop this sea- 
son it ever had, and conditions in other 
cotton-growing States are similar. Th® 
agricultural districts, the foundation of 
all our prosperity, will have a record 
year, and the tarming classes will add 


many miilions of dollars to their bank 
accounts, which represent to a large ex- 
tent bountiful harvests over the last few 
years. 

“The country is stronger to-day than ft 
ever was, and there need be uo appre- 
hension over a recovery in business. Next 
month will witness the first anniversary 
of the October panic. We have had a 
thorough housecleaning, and I ean see 
nothing before us but a gradual restora- 
tion to normal conditions.” 


Labor Leader Who Went to Jail Also 
Praises Roosevelt.

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—‘‘ William H. Taft 
never enforced government by injunction 
as Richard Olney invented it. Olney now 
opposes Taft. What is the conclusion?” 

This was the question asked to-day by 
James Hogan, who was one of the execu- 
tive officers of the American Railway 
Union in 1894, and was one of the labor 
leaders, who, like Debs and Howard, were 
sent to jail for violation of a United States 
court injunction. 

‘“‘In the Ann Arbor case,” said Mr. Ho- 
gan, “ Judge Taft decided that the labor- 
ing men had the right to combine, select 
leaders, create funds for support and de- 
fense, and conduct strikes and influence 
others to strike for the improvement of 
their conditions. 

‘President Roosevelt has won the only 
strike of any consequence that has been 
won in fourfeen years by the labor peo- 
ple—the anthracite coal strike. Gompers 
never aon a strike.” 

Concerning W. J. Mr. 
said: 

“After his disastrous defeat in 1896— 
amd if Government by injunction is now 
an issue free silver is also—Mr. Bryan said 
his defeat was due to the support of the 
men who went to jail in thelr efforts to 
defeat Government by injunction. But 
for us he could have won the silver issue, 
he said, and so proceeded to kick us out 
of his party. Look at the trust hirelings 
around Mr. Bryan.”’ 


TAFT REMEDY FOR STRIKES. 


He Would Have a Commission and 
Public Opinion Settle Disputes. 


William H. Taft has his own ideas abouf 
the settlement of labor disputes. It is not 
the plan Mr. Bryan advocated and had 
incorporated In the Denver platform of 
having a Secretary of Labor with a seat 
in the Cabinet. Mr. Taft believes that the 
weight of public opinion should be brought 
to bear on labor disputes. For that pure 
pose he advocates a public commission to 
investigate all industrial differences and 
permitting the people to judge whether 
justice is on the side of the employer or 
employe in any given case. | 

Mr. Taft has stated his views on the 
subject in a letter written to R. D. Silli- 
man of the law firm of Choate & Lae 
roque of this city. An extract of the lete 
ter was made public at Republican Nae 
tional Headquarters yesterday. It said: 

I favor, so far as settling industrial dis- 
putes is concerned, the maintenance of an 
official commission for the official investi- 
gation, at the instance of the Executive, 
into the merits of the controversy and their 
publication. Of course this could be ace 
companied by a voluntary submission to the 
decision of the arbitration, but the investi- 
gation I would have made, at any rate, and 
the report published The force of public 
opinion is generally strong enough to bring 
about a peaceful result.

Denounces Nebraskan’s Record 
in Cincinnati Speech, Which 
Opens His Stumping Tour. 


WILL BE FAIR TO NEGROES 


Assures Baptist Delegates That There 
Is a Future for the Race In 
This Country.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 22.—William 
J. Bryan’s discarded issues were the 
theme of Judge William H. Taft when he 
made the speech here to-night that marks 
the beginning of his stumping tour. He 
spoke at a mass meeting in Music Hall, 
held in connection with the biennial con- 
vention of the National League of Re- 
publican Clubs. He dealt forcefully with 
the record of his opponent and was 
cheered by a big audience. 

The convention met this morning at 
Memorial Hall in the Soldiers and Sail- 
ors’ Building. There was much enthu- 
siasm throughout the session, and the 
delegates declared that Judge Taft's elec- 


tion was certain. The Presidential candi- 
date was broyght to the hall at the open- 
ing session by John Hays Hammond, 
President of the league, and was received 
with tremendous applause. 

Mr. Taft said that he had no intention 
of making a speech, but only wished to 
show his appreciation of the league's 


work. He held an informal reception on 
the stage, and every delegate present 
shook hands with him and offered words 
of encouragement. 

There was a big parade before the mass 
meeting to-night, and Music Hall was 


packed, while thousands were outside. 
Mr, Taft was met with great applause 


when he appeared on the platform, He 
was introduced by Mr. Hammond. 


Bryhn’s Record One of Failure. 
The Bryan feature of Mr. Taft’s speech 
Came as the conclusion of a ten-thou- 
sand-word speech in which the accom- 


plishments and the purposes of the Re- 


publican Party were contrasted with what 
the speaker termed the Democratic record 
of opposition and promise. 

“Turning now tothe other picture,”’ said 
Mr. Taft, after his review of the Issues, 
“what is it that we have to expect fom 
Mr. Bryan? Have we anything to expect 
but what he promises? Have we anything 
to expect but what is based upon his elo- 
quence and his adroitness as a public 
critic? Has he ever given any practical 
demonstration of his ability to meet prob- 
lems and solve them? Has he ever done 
anything but formulate propositions in his 
closet of an utterly impracticable char- 
acter, largely with a view of attracting 
votes by their plausibility and very little 
with a view of their operation. 

“* By their fruits ye shall know them.’ 
What is the history of Mr, Bryan? It ts 
from beginning to end a record of fall- 
ures on public questions. We find him 
first in Congress in the second Adminis- 
tration of Mr. Cleveland, a member of 
the Ways and Means Committee and most 
active in formulating the provisions of 
the Gorman-Wilson tariff bill. After five 
months’ debate it passed both houses and 
came to Mr. Cleveland in such a shape 
that he denounced {t as a piece of perfidy, 
It leveled the industries of this country 
to the ground. It threw out of employ- 
ment millions of wage earners. It de- 
stroyed all business profit. Farm prod- 
utes for lack of a market fell to a point 
never so low in forty years. Coxey’s 
Army marched from the. West to Wash- 
ington to protest against a Government 
under which such things were possible. 


His Opposition to Cleveland, 


“After being assisted in. this sul- 
cidal policy, after the country was 
nearly dead, after the farmers and the 
Wage earners were staggering under debt 
and mortgage, penury and almost starva- 
tion, Mr. Bryan defeats the efforts of the 


only great Democrat they have had in 
the party for many years, Grover Cleve- 
land, and ‘hurls at him billingsgate and 
denunciation, for what reason? Because 
he opposes Mr. Bryan's pet hobby, that 
of the free coinage of silver without the 
consent of any other nation. 

“Mr. Bryan announced that the gold 
standard had slain its tens of thousands 
where protection had slain its thousands, 
and he abandoned the issue of protection 
and free trade, of fariff for revenue, 
which now so attracts him, and he went 
into the business of trying to persuade 
the people’ of this country to resort to 
the dishonest method of paying their 
debts a issuing a debased money, which 
would be equivalent to the payment of 
what the Nation and people owe at the 
rate of 50 cents on the dollar. Repudia- 
tion always has an attraction for those 
who are laboring under debti 

“In that campaign Mr. Bryan prophe-

sied that the continuation of the 1a 
standard meant uncertainty in employ- 
ment of labor and hardship to the wage 
earner; that it would send down the price 
of farm products—wheat below 50 cents, 
corn below 80 cents, and oats to 5 cents. 
He did not have to live two years to see 
every prophecy that he made in that 
campaign refuted by the fact. 


Defeated on Imperialism. 


“Then there came on the campaign of 
1900. In that campaign he still adhered 
to his free silver fallacy and still went 
about the country trying to explain why 
it was that the continuation of the gold 
standard had not resulted in the disasters 


which he had prophesied. But lest the 
issue of free silver had become a little 
shopworn, he brought out as a paramount 
issue that of anti-imperlalism. He an- 
nounced that if he were not elected in the 
next election, patriotism would have 
ceased to be in this country, the celebra- 
tion of the Fourth of July would become 
a memory, and that liberty would die. 
His agitation of this question continued 
the war in the Philippines against the au- 
thority of the United States for nearly 
two years longer, and many a poor fel- 
low who Jost his life in the service of his 
country in those far-distant islands owes 
it directly to the inspiration which the 
opposition of the Democracy under Mr. 
Bryan made to the policy of Mr. McKin- 
ley in the Philippines. He was beaten in 
these issues, and we continue to celebrate 
the Fourth of July with fervor. 

‘“‘At the end of the next four years Mr. 
Parker was nominated, Mr. Bryan still 
insisted on inserting in the platform a 
clause in favor of free silver, but it was 
left out. He then joined with Mr. Patker 
in making the paramount issue the 
tyranny of Theodore Roosevelt, Execu- 
tive usurpation, and militarism. He de- 
nounced Mr. Roosevelt as completely 
subject to corporate interests and held up 
to the country the dangers of war to 
which it would be subject under a Roose- 
velt Administration. Although the same 
policy was being pursued in the Philip- 
pines as before, imperialism had ceased 
to be then a paramount Issue. 


Roosevelt Prophecies Wrong. 
“The prophecy which Mr. Bryan made 
with reference to the warlike tendencies 
of Mr. Roosevelt and to his subjection to 
corporate influencs he had only to walt, 
as he had to wait in previous instances 
when he made a prophecy, some’two years 


to find them utterly refuted. For never 
in the history of the world has any Chief 


Executive had such a triumph in making; 


peace as Theodore Roosevelt in the Rus- 
sian-Japanese war, in Central America, 
in Santo Domingo, and in Cuba, and never 
in the history of the country has there 
been such a complete triumph over cor- 
porate influence as that which the cour- 
age, the honesty, and the persistence of 
Theodore Roosevelt has wrought during 
the present Administration. 

““In the campaign of 1904, and in pre- 
vious campaigns, Mr. Bryan has de- 
nounced militarism and imperialism, but 
this year he was advised that the visit of 
our navy to the Pacific Coast had aroused 
such an interest in the navy, had made 
it so popular on that coast, that his Pa- 
cific friends persuaded him to approve a 
plank in the platform for an adequate 
navy for the protection of the Pacific 
Coast. Just what he means by this is a 
little difficult to tell. What the Repub- 
lican Party means by it is clear. It means 
an increase in the forces of the navy, and 
yet with characteristic inconsistence Mr. 
Bryan, as already said, attacks the Re- 
publican Party for making sultable ap- 
propriations for the increase of our naval 


force. 
Government Ownership Issue, 


“Tr 1906 Mr. Bryan went around the 
world, and his return was heralded with 
the statement that in his visit around the 
world he had so gained information and 
knowledge that he had become safe and 


sane; that he was a conservative, and all 
the Democratic Party awaited his coming 


with great interest, Immediately upon 
his arrival he dispelled this erroneous im- 
pression by declaring that he was con- 
vinced that the only solution of the rail- 
road problem ultimately would be Gov- 
ernment ownership. He had reviously 
declared in favor of a National initiative 
and referendum and also in favor of the 
election of Federal Judges. 

“All these most radical propositions 
have now been excluded from the Demo- 
cratic platform. They do not meet such 

opular approval as to justify them being 
Ceouceiet forward as a means of acquiring 
office in this campaign, but they illustrate 
the character of the man who proposes 
them; they show the instability and vart- 
ability of his views, and they justify the 
fear that.so many people of this country 
have in respect to the danger to which 
the public weal may be exposed should he 
be put at the helm of the pilot. 

‘““And now, with the record of promises 
and prophecies unfulfilled for a period of 
twelve years, with this record of a hunt 
for an issue upon which to achieve the 
Presidency, with this record of repudia- 
tion, of negation and of running away 
from National responsibilities, Mr. Bryan 
comes forward and asks that the people 
give him an opportunity to put into opera- 
tion new reforms in respect to trusts and 
in respect to guarantee of bank deposits, 
wholly untried, wholly theoretical, and on 
their face bearing evidence of their im- 
practicability and of having been devised 
by the ready brain of one looking for 
plausible arguments rather than real 
reforms, 

“He only tn a qualified way approves 
the postal savings banks recommended by 
the Republican platform, which 1s a tried 
and proved means of encouraging the 
wage earner and small farmer to make 
deposits in a bank absolutely secure; but 
much prefers a system which takes a 
man’s money to pay a man’s default, and 
which instead of strengthening our bank- 
ing system will break it down by _ de- 
stroying the value of the banking char- 
acter and experience and capital, and 
offering inducement to reckless and spec- 
ulative bankers without character or 
capital. 


Distrusted by Business Men. 
“The record of Mr. Bryan and his char- 
acter as it is understood by a twelve 
years’ acquaintance with him, have im- 
pressed the business community of this 
country and those whose judgments de- 


termine whether or not capital shall be 
invested, that he is not a safe man with 
whom to try experiments in government; 
that he loves financial theories that are 
full of sophistry and are impracticable; 
that he advances propositions with but 
little sense of responsibility as to how 
they may be carried out in practice, and 
that he gives but little attention to the 
welfare of the conservative business com- 
munity in his suggestions of reform. 

“Certainly his record justified this 
judgment of him by the business men. 
If he were to be elected, unquestionably 
because of his record, however much now 
he may seek to pose as a conservative be-

The meeting was characterized by the 
greatest enthusiasm and good feeling. In 
closing his address Judge Taft turned and 
spoke to the ministers in the audience. 

‘You have the power to uplift your 
people by teaching them thrift and indus- | 
try,”’ he said. ‘‘ No one wants to get rid | 
of them. When I get in the White House | 
—assuming that I am put there—no plea in 
favor of the negro will have less consider- | 
ation because he is a negro than if sad 
were white.”’ 

He then paid a high tribute to Booker 

T. Washington, and in closing repudiated 
the idea of the negroes emigrating from 
this country. 
‘IT have no patience,”’ he said, ‘“‘ with 
the theory that the colored people should 
emigrate to another country. They are 
here to. stay. Their ancestors were 
brought here by force, and there is im- 
posed on us the heavier duty on that ac- 
count toward their descendants.”

HITCHCOCK TO AWAIT TAFT. 


Judge Nagel Thinks the Candidate In- 
capable of a Serious Mistake. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—After getting tick- 
ets for the return of himself and party 
to New York to-day, Chairman Frank H. 
Hitchcock of the Republican National 
Committee changed his plans and decided 
to remain-here until Thursday. This will 
give him an opportunity to consult with 
Judge Taft in this city to-morrow even- 
ing as desired by the candidate. Judge 
Taft will arrive here at 5 P. M. to-mor- 
row and will confer with his managers 
until his evening meeting. 

Judge Charles Nagel, a member of the 
Western Executive Committee, who !s to 
be in charge of the Chicago headquarters, 
spoke of Judge Taft's part in the cam- 
paign to-day: 

“‘It cannot be denied that in every cam- 
paign the chance of a blunder is not to 
be overlooked. A hasty speech may be- 
come a serious, if not controlling, factor. 
It is of course to be remembered that 


Mr. Taft 1s not really trained to con- 


tinued public speaking, and therefore 
some apprehension has been expressed 
that the campaign may suffer through 
some inadvertent remark. 

“‘I do not share that feeling. In my 
judgment, Mr. Taft is incapable of serious 
mistake. A man of clear mind and stout 
heart is generally safe for his fellow- 
men. Such a man may be guilty of an 
error in tactics. That is the common fate 


of honest men, who always refuse to be 


misunderstood by any one upon any sub- 
ject. But the American people do not 
measure men by such errors. Only shrewd 
and designing men are true adherents to 
mere tactics, and this the people know. 
The direct man, sure of himself and his 
fellow-men, always succeeds in having 
the true purpose of his convictions recog- 
nized, 

“T do not believe that any man has 
ever been nominated for President whose 


platform 1s built so squarely upon his of- 
ficial record, and who has been at such 
pains before he was nominated to make 
clear his position upon every question of 
public interest.’’

Thinks It Will Bring About the Elec- 
tlon of Taft.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Charles H. 
Treat, United States Treasurer, sees in 
the present apparent fright of the Re- 
publican managers an augury of good 


cheer, Instead of aiding Bryan Mr. Treat 
declares the “‘ scare’ will insure the elec- 
tion of Taft through a dissipation of 
apathy. It will bring out the conserva- 
tives in the Republican Party and those in 
the Democratic camp who are opposed to 
the Bryan theories. 


“Tt takes a good scare to wake om 


people up,” he sald. ‘They have been 
doing less to keep Bryan out than he has 
been doting to get in.

There are Republicans who have been

DRANK POISON BEFORE WIFE. 


Despondent Husband Asked Her to Die 
with Him, but She Fought Him Off. 


Unable to trick his wife into drinking 
whisky from a flask which he offered 
her yesterday, William Skarka, 55 years 
old, while standing in the kitchen of the 
home of his son, at 824 East Seventieth 
Street, swallowed half the contents of the 
bottle and was dead in less than five min- 
utes. As he gasped for breath he told his 
wife and childreh that he had mixed ox- 
alic acid with the whisky, and: that he was 


sorry that his wifé would not join him in 
death. 


A few moments previously Skarka had 
left his own house at 326 East Seventieth 
Street, and, entering the flat occupied by 
his married soh William, who was absent 
with his wife, picked up a flask of whisky 
and left the place with it. 

He returned in a few ‘moments and 
asked his wife, who was nursing her in- 
fant grandson, if she wanted a “fine 
drink.”” When she refused to touch the 
stuff, Skarka still pressed her to drink 


from the flask, and then went back to his 
own home. He returned again in a few 
moments, holding the flask in his hand. 
His face was ashen and his features were 
twitching. As he stumbled into the 
kitchen he seized his wife around the neck 
and ordered her to drink some of the 
whisky. She succeeded in beating her 
| husband off, however, and he dropped to 
the floor, 

Mrs. Skarka’s cries brought her 16-year- 
old daughter Emma and her 18-year-old 
son Louis. The boy was sent out for a 
poypemen, and he brought back with him 

oliceman Shaw of the East Sixty-sev- 
enth Street Station and Dr. Saxyl of 22 
East Seventy-second Street.

OREN ROOT’S VIEW IN 1901 


In That Year He Wrote That Transfers 
Built Up Transit System—Does 
‘Not Believe It Now. 


There were strong indications yesterday 
that the Public Service Commission con- 
templates fixing a joint rate between the 
lines of the Metropolitan Street Rallway 
and the Fifty-ninth Street Crosstown line 
within a short time. The public hearing 
which the commission began some time 
ago “was continued yesterday with Oren 
Root, General Manager of the Metropoll- 
tan, on the stand, and the questions asked 
led to’the belief that the commission had 
in mind an experiment in the joint rate 
line, Incidentally Mg. Root had an un- 
comfortable quarter of an hour. 

Mr. Root found it impossible to say to 
what extent the Metropolitan had bene- 
fited by the cutting off of the transfer 
privilege, nor did he know of any method 
by which such a showing could he ab- 
tained. It was brought out in the course 
of his examination that the amount Jost 
in fares not turned in or not collected al- 
most equalled the amount formerly paid 
on the lease of the crosstown line. Asked 
if he thought it right that the public 
should suffer for the company’s failure to 
collect its fares, Mr. Root said the com- 
pany was doing the best it could; but that 
no road had yet found a way to obtain 
absolutely honest conductors. 

Chairman Willcox then sprung a sur- 
prise on the witness, producing a copy of 
the Street Railway Journal of October, 
1901, which contained an article by Mr. 
Root, in which the writer said that the 
transfer system was a potent factor in. the 
growth of the transit system, and declared 
that it had created a greater increase of 
business than any other one thing. Mr. 
Willcox read the following extract:

; asked, and a mob of men burst into a 
}roar of laughter, and laughed for fully 
ten’ minutes. I burned with humiliation, 
and I realized then that women, as they 
were, could not get information and would 
not be allowed to be of service. I really 
believe that if men in America acted 
toward women as Englishmen do at times 
| they would be lynched.” 

“I have known of women belonging te 
my own church in England who were 

treated shamefully,” said Dr. Aked, who 
was present at the interview, ‘“ When 
they have asked questions in the most 
orderly way, or when they have sent 
them up written on a slip of paper, they 
would be torn up. At a lecture, for ine 
stance, on the feeding of children, one of 
} the women asked—it is a custom in Eng- 
land to ask questions—‘ Have not the woe 
men something to do with that?’ and she 
was shamefully treated. It used to hurt 
| me more because they would be so con- 
| siderate of any ruffian who happened to 
| drop in, even going to sit beside a drunke 
en man to keep him quiet.” 

In answer to a question regarding the 
| suftragists and. suffragettes in England 
}and their relations to each other, Mrs, 
| Snowden said: 

“They werk into each other's hands, 
One society educates and the' other does 
the wicked things.’ [This was said. with 
an appreciative smile.] Of course the ac- 
tion taken by the suffragettes and their 
being thrown into: prison was a great 
|shock to the old-fashioned suffragists, 
| but they extended the hand of friendship 
to the suffragettes in a public banquet.” 

““Mrs. Snowden would die of fright to 
go out on the street and do as the sufe 
fragettes do,” interpolated Dr. Aked, 
“ but she admires their work very much.” 


“The old-fashioned surffragists are 
most of them older women,” continued 
Mrs. Snowden, ‘ but they are tending to 
the new methods. Not all of them are 
| adopting them, but they do not condemn 
them in public. One section, from New- 
castle, has resigned from the older or- 
ganization and adopted the policy and 
tactics of the younger people, the suffrae- 
gettes. Being more conseryative in policy 
‘and highly placed socially ’makes it more 
significant that the older women are 
|adopting newer . ways. Mrs. Fawcet 
widow of England's blind Postmaster an 
member of Gladstone’s Cabinet, from the 
| first has refused to take a stand against 
| the aggressive action of the suffragettes, 
when her colleagues stood aghast.’’ 

‘Mrs. Fawcett's attitude,” said Dr, 

| Aked, “ has implied that she was think- 

ing: ‘God knows we have been working 
forty years and accomplished nothing; 
now it is time to act.’ ”’ 

‘‘Lady Frances Balfour has been exceed- 

ingly sympathetic ‘with the suffragettes’ 
movement,”’ said Mrs. Snowden. “ She has 
objected to their breaking up meetings, 
| but that was entirely fer tactical and not 
for ethical reasons. I agree with her in 
that and for the same reason. If we 
break up meetings other people will break 
} up our meetings.” 

‘How about Mrs. Ward?” 
asked the reporter. 

“I am sorry such a gifted woman shou'@ 
have made the mistake of putting herself 
on the wrong side,” said Mrs. Snowden. 
|“ She has made the blunder of coming

Market Seemingly Professional. 
There was more excitement reflected by 

the tape yesterday*than was visible in 

the average brokerage office. Usually, 
when a market is as wild as that of yes- 
terday, the customers’ rooms are in- 
tensely Interested in the tape, and there 
is a suppressed excitement which the most 
casual visitor feels the moment he en- 
ters the office.
